The Czar is a voluntary prisoner in

When tb» iwvolation in France i.ad 
been secured and a constitution bad 
beeo adopted and ratified by Louis 
XVI. arrests began to be made; the 
prisons were filled, and tbe overcrowd- 
ing was relieved through means of tbe 
guillotine 
Tbe commune nu1 other 


organizations, falsely termed means 
for public safety, continued their work 
against royalltts and others; bat in 
Rossi* it is absolute royal power tbat 
is engaged in casting into prison those 
under suspicion of entertaining liberal 
ideals for bettering their political con- 
dition and elevating their fellow coon- 
try men to tbe level of freemen. 


What will be the result of • general

the other. Tyranny oannot exist for 
any extended time where there is a 
free exercise of Christian faith: The 
Christian religion has in it tbe germs 
of freedom and is in express opposition 
to all forms of tyranny.

In a letter to the editor of the Carson 


Appeal, the Hon. F. O. Newlands gives 
an outline of the irrigation bills Intro- 
duced by him during the last session 
of Oongrees. These bills apply in two 
instances particularly to the State of 
Nevada and in one instance to the 
whole ot the United States. The two 
special bills provide $70,000 to be ex- 
pended on the Hnmboldt river and 
|80,000 to be expended on the Truokee 
river. The general bill provides for 
the application of the proceeds from 
the sale of all public lands to a special 
fund to be called the Arid Land Re- 
olamatien Fund to be under tbe direc- 
tion of tbe Secretary of the Interior, 
not only for investigation but for ac- 
tual construction of such projects as 
he deems practicable. 


In COnoentruUnc hie effort* apon 


governmental assistance for the recla- 
mation of tbe arid lands throughout 
tbe United States, Mr. Newlande is 
building better than he knows. There 
is no subject at the present time more 
worthy of consideration by Congress 
than this, and no object more worthy 
of aasistanos. 
To anyone who has 


traveled the State of Utah and seen 
tbe beneficial effects of irrigation on 
tbe arid lands, '.be wonder is that the 
government of the United States has 
not long ago made this a national 
matter, and extended liberal national 
aid to tbe reclamation of millions of 
acres, which can be made to blossom 
like a garden by the application of 
water. We believe that the equili- 
brium ot nature is always maintained, 
and that where water does not exist 
upon tbe surface, that it exists be- 
neath tbe surface and can be had for 
the seeking. The writer drove across 
ths State of Nevada from Aurora to 
Utah, and believes that underlying a 
vast territory ot sagebrush plains, 
there is an Immense reservoir of ar- 
tesian water. It has been demonstated 
that these great sagebrush plains, 


'ben irrigated, will produce anything 
that will grow in tbeir zone and it is 
the duty of the national government 
to demonstrate that artesian water 
exists in sufficient quantity to irrigate 
these waterless wastes. Tbe national 
government lends lt« aid to commerce, 
manufactures and mining, and it is 
just, and right, and equitable that it 
should lend its aid to agriculture, not 
meagerly but liberally, because that is 
tbe foundation upon which all tbe 
others rest. Mr. ^Newlaods, in hie 
letter, speaks of the "dissensions and 
jealousies of the different States, 
aroused by tbe naming of a specific 
project in any ons State." This is to 
be deplored and indicates a condition 
of narrow mmdedness on the part of 
State representatives, which is ex- 
tremely regrettable. There should be 
no dissensions or jealousies in a matter 
of this kind. It is a subject of nation- 
al interest and should be a unity of 
action, which should be friendly, liber- 
al and cordial. Every State should 
have annual national conventions, 
rhere alt could be represented and 
where the delegates could freely dis- 
cuss the subject of water storage, ir- 
rigation and tbe reclamation of arid 
lands. 


We hope that Mr. Newlands wilt 


continue bis efforts until he compels 
both bouses of Congress to understand 
tbe importance and magnitude of this 
question, and will give it tke attention 
It deserves. Mr. Newlands ie doing 
magnificent work, not only for the 
State of Nevada, which he represents 
in Congress, but for every State In the 
Union, and ha deserves the support and 
commendation of every one of hie con- 
stituents and every man, women and 
child, that earns or eats bread each 
day of ble life. He is working in their 
interest and for them and no man In 
the Congress of the United States is 


pursuing a policy so lofty, so broad and 
eo universally beneficial as the policy 
now being pursued by him in his 
efforts to reclaim by national assistance 
tbe arid lands of the United States. 
It is to be regretted that the subject is 
so great and so broad that tbe average 
Congressman cannot grasp it with a 
comprehension of its magnitude.—S. 
F. Argus.
